Oranges and lemons are bringing 


unusually high, prices in the markets 
of the United States and Canada, 
according to a report issued this 
week by the local offices in the San 
Gabriel valley 'of 
the California 


Fruit Growers' Exchange. 


On" September 
14, the 
report 


states, a ear of San Di-mas lemons 
brought a gross price of $6,685, 
averaging $19.25 per box. This by 
all odds was a record sale. The 
highest record in previous years was 
$18.25 per box, both sales having 
been caused by peculiar conditions 
not often of occurrence. On Sep- 
tember 15, a car of Glendora lemons 
sold for $24 per box in the Chicago 
market, the gross sale amounting to 
$8,294.. So great was the' demand 
caused by an unprecedented hot' 
spell in the east that four -cars of 
lemons were dispatched by express. 


VALENGIAS HIGH 


The exchange declares that the 


Valencia market at present is the 
highest of the year, with prospects 
of a continuation of satisfactory 
prices. Incidentally the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange announces 
that $3,000,000 in citrus fruits were 
disposed of in England this year. 
Less than 4,000 cars of Valencias re- 
main to be marketed. The average 
size on all oranges sold last week 
was 240's. The average size for a 
comparable week last year -was 200. 


South Africa is becoming a factor 


in the.produ'etion of navels, and this 
country intends to export a million 
boxes this year. Citrus acreage in 
Spain is also increasing, of which 
nearly half of-the output is of the 
blood orange variety. 


Reports from Florida 'are conflict- 


ing, but the best information points 
to a crop of about seventy per cent 
of last year, and this reduction is 
largely in grapefruit, which is a dis- 
tinct competitor with California or- 
anges.

of Fingerprints 


Getting Results 


Covina is the smallest municipality 


in the state that maintains a finger- 
print bureau, but important results 
have already been obtained accord- 
ing to Chief of Police L. J. Barry, 
who is the originator of this phase 
of police work in the city. 


Fingerprints, and complete descrip- 


tion of persons arrested here and 
charged with felonies have resulted 
in some positive "kickbacks" from 
the bureau in Washington, D.C., and 
the similar bureau at Sacramento, he 
said this week. When Chief Barry 
has made his records, including a 
photograph of the accused or con- 
victed person, it is sent to both Sac- 
ramento and the 'national capital. If 
the person has a previous criminal 
record, these bureaus forward to 
Chief Barry the facts concerning the 
prisoner. Several men with "priors" 
to their discredit have been the sub- 
ject of an interchange of informa- 
tion during the last two months, the 
chief said. 


Chief Barry has installed his fin- 


gerprint bureau in a specially con- 
structed room in the city jail, and 
has. fitted it up with paraphernalia 
at his own expense, as an experiment 
in order to determine its value in 
small cities.

200 Cars Fruit 


El Bar Dor packinghouse, owned 


by E. L. Hendrix, and shipping 
through the Mutual Orange Distribu- 
tors, will handle 200 cars of oranges 
for the season, according to a state- 
ment this week by R. L. Hendrix. 


The house lost three months of 


time because of the total loss of the 
plant by fire last Memorial day. The 
new plant, costing over $20,000, is 
one of the modern establishments 
of the packing business, a completely 
equipped unit, with floor space for 
seven cars of loose oranges. Tho 
plant is turning out four cars of 
packed oranges per day. 


A feature of this plant is the 


Brogdex system of wax-sealing of 
every orange, a method which is de- 
clared to keep the fruit in excellent 
condition for as long as three months. 
The process is also accompanied by 
the now treatment for blue mold 
fungus. The El Bar Dor house is the 
second one in the ' state to install 
this patented system. Other machin- 
ery, such as conveyors, sorting ma- 
chinery and graders, were installed 
by the National Fruit & Packing 
company of Eedlands. 


The new building, which is at the 


junction of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road tracks and Citrus avenue, is 
built of corrugated and stone-block 
iron over a heavy braced wooden 
frame.

In denying the writ of mandamus 


brought by R. W. George of Whit- 
tier, and others, which sought to 
jonipel the board of supervisors to 
build what is'known as the "high 
lam" 
in the San Gabriel canyon, 


the second appellate court, in its 
written opinion, has also legalized 
the right of the board of supervis 
ors to change, alter or substitute 
plans for flood control and other pro- 
jects, it is revealed through copies 
of the opinion received this week. 


"The 
duty and authority of de- 


termining whether there hns been a 
change of conditions in relation to 
the improvements has been cast up- 
on the bowd by the legislature, and 
the courts cannot prevent the free 
and unhampered discharge of that 
duty,'' Justice Thompson declares 
in his findings, concurred in by Jus- 
tices Works and Craig. 


In the estimation of members of 


the board of supervisors and flood 
control officials, this paragraph is to 
be of inestimable value to the pro- 
gress of flood work in the county, 
as it legalizes and clarifies a point 
that has already seriously hampered 
the work, and which was the basis 
of the bringing of the writ of man- 
damus against the so-called 
"low 


dam" plans. The controversy as to 
whether the board of supervisors 
had the right to change plans that 
were voted upon and approved by 
the voters at the polls resulted in a 
switch on the board of supervisors 
from the low dam plans, (which had 
been unanimously approved by the 
board; to a decision to revert to the 
"high dam" plans, which was done 
by a three to two vote. 
QUOTES FLOOD CONTROL ACT 


Justice Thompson's opinion quotes

BOARD HAS POWER 


In the language of business, there- 


fore, it. is "up" to the board of 
supervisors to determine as a board 
whether changes in plans are war- 
ranted in the best interests of the 
district. 
The act does not specify 


"PHYSICAL" changes in condi- 
tions, but those changes may be of 
subsequent discoveries in engineer- 
ing data, or the discovery that one 
type of dam cannot be built within 
the money appropriated for that 
purpose. It may mean that condition 
of bedrock, hitherto unknown, may 
make a change in plans not only 
legally possible, but highly desirable. 


Justice 
Thompson's 
opinion, in 


which Justices Craig and Works con 
cur, will have a most beneficial ef- 
fect on all flood control projects in 
the district, because of the fact that 
it legalizes changes in plans that 
have already been made by engineers

THORPE TELLS OF SPHYNX 


AND PYRAMIDS OF EGYPT 
AND OF VISIT IN JERUSALEM 


Pa lost in-,', 


Aug. 23, 1<)'.'7. 


Hero wo are in the Holy City, Jeru- 
salem; Magic name! What memories 
of Bible history rush back to us as 
we pass through its gates in David's 
wall. Arc we really here in this sa- 
cred city or is it only a dream? 
When wo get into the Street of Da- 
vid, a few steps from our hotel, with 
its filth and dirt and foul smells, we 
are sure it must be real, and the 
Jerusalem that has risen to a city 
seven times from conquering armies. 
Today it is rebuilding and clearing 
up from tho big earthquake a few 
weeks ago, - when 450 "people were 
killed and many buildings wrecked. 


Wo landeu at Alexandria after a 


day's trip across the Mediterranean 
sea from Syracuse, and after a two 
hours' drive about the busy port city 
for Egypt we took train for Cairo. 
On board ship, the "Italia," we met 
four delightful people who were glad 
to join our party—Dr. Charles Si/oo, 
pastor of New York Avenue Presby- 
terian church of Washington, Mr. 
Pook, .a wool grower of Australia, 
and two American girls from Chica- 
go and Iowa,, increasing our party 
from five people to 9. We all stayed 
at the same hotel in Cairo and took 
in all the interesting sights of Egypt 
together, and came hero this morn- 
ing for a seven-day stay in the Holy 
Land. Dr. Sizoo is well read on Bib- 
lical history and so is Mr. Managan 
of Louisiana, and Mr. Pook was all 
over this same ground thirteen years 
ago—so we have a most interesting 
personnel. 


Our first day in Cairo was spent in 


going about the shops and bazaars, 
whore most wonderful goods of all 
descriptions were to be seen, and 
jewelers, brass workers, amber bead 
makers, wood and ivory carvers, rug 
weavers and workers of all kinds of 
beautiful leather work were busy at 
their shops. Boys and small girls 
wore making clover sorts of articles 
with wonderful skill. 


Tho prime minister of Egypt had 


died the night before we arrived and 
his funeral was held the next after- 
noon, so wo took cabs and got in a 
position where we could watch the 
procession. He was greatly, loved by 
all the Egyptians and a wonderful 
parade marched in his honor to the 
grave. Great numbers of both En- 
glish and Egyptian troops in dress 
uniform marched with many, bands. 
The foreign diplomats were all there 
in splendid carriages, and the min- 
ister's coffin was 'carried on a can- 
non caisson drawn by his bodyguard. 
It took one and a half hours for the 
parade to pass. The departed min- 
ister was one of the highest Masons 
of tho land and the lodges all turn- 
ed out in full force to do honor to 
his memory. 


At Ma iome lovely Oriental rugs 


had boon spread on the ground and 
easy chairs placed all about for the 
comfort of the friends who came to 
the home. Canvas canopies covered 
the whole yard and electric lights 
shone brightly inside end along throe 


' blocks of the street, though it was 


all at 4: p.m. and iu a hot bright sua- 
ehine. The soldiers at the gate would 
not allow us inside the yard, but at 
the gate we saw the lovely Oriental 
rues on the ground and hanging on 
- - -

. were the other smaller pyramids ami 


the old Sphynx \vhuse nose had boon 
shot away by Napoleon's guns when 
he tried to conquer Egypt. The wind 
storms and rains have worn her 
stone face so much that it does not, 
look murh like a human face today. 
We climbed down the high steps of 
the pyramid in much less time than 
wo wore going up, but it was much 
more fatiguing coming down than it 
was going up. 


On the way down wo were inside 


and saw -the wonderful tombs of 
Cheops. The entrance to the tomb 
was through a narrow tunnel built 
into the center of the pyramids and 
carefully concealed. 
Tho inclined 


way of about 40 degrees was worn 
smooth on each side by the heavy 
blocks of granite that had been 
skidded up over it and sockets for 
wooden blocks on each side showed 
clearly the method oi moving the 
heavy blocks. All the granite was 
quarried at Assuan and then brought 
down the Nile on boats. You look in 
amazement at tho wonderful feat of 
engineering arid when you ](earn 
that it took 100,000 men working 
steadily ten. years to build the foun- 
dations alone and twenty years to 
build the pyramids, you certainly 
feel deeply impressed with the re- 
sults they have achieved, and then 
when you remember it was built 
some 4000 years ago you marvel 
some more. 


After finishing our descent we all 


took camels, ton in all, and rode out 
to see the Sphynx and the nearby- 
pyramids, and had our first experi- 
ence on one of these '' ships of the 
desert," which was more painful to 
think about when we awoke the next 
morning than it was when we fin- 
ished the ride. When we came to 
choose a camel and driver we were 
nearly torn limb from limb as about 
thirty husky Arabs made a grab for 
us nine Americans and each insisted 
we take his camel. Mrs. Thorpe rode 
on "Mary Anderson" and I got 
"Happy Hooligan," and the camels 
did not seem to resent their Ameri- 
can names. Each camel driver had 
a rare (1) 'collection of antiques from 
the "Peeromeeds, Meester Ameri- 
can," guaranteed genuine. Though 
wo doubted their veracity, wo pur- 
chased a few for souvenirs. We saw 
the sun set behind the Sphynx and 
tho four pyramids, a never-to-be-for- 
gotten sight. Wo arrived back at 
our hotel at 8:30, tired, dirty and 
hungry. 


The next morning our friends took 


us on a seven o'clock train for Mem- 
phis, the oldest city in Egypt, trac- 
ing its authentic history back some 
5000 years. Leaving the small rail- 
way station, we took mules for the 
old Steps pyramid, about 1000 years 
older than the ones at Cairo and in 
much greater decay. .The distance 
was some five miles, the sun pouring 
down hot, and after, riding for about 
two miles through a lovely grove of 
date palms from 50 to 75 feet high, 
and full of clusters of fruit almost 
ripe, we came out on the desert above 
the irrigated farms and here it was 
still hotter. At Memphis we saw 
the big statue of Ramesis the Great, 
which was presented to Lord Kitch- 


MvlYorpd to SOP her t'ni-e excepting 
hor liuslmnd. nnd ho never «ces it 
until nl'tor he marries the girl. We 
snw t w o or tlireo funerals every day, 
mostly poor people. Tho body is plac- 
ed in a cheap wooden box without 
any rover and carried on the barks 
of four men, or if they can afford it, 
on a mul« cart, and the ptinide al- 
wr.ys gons before tho e.ofiin. 


Wo are requested at every turn 


for "barksheesh," 
a.s they call 


money, and we cannot resist giving 
a few coppers, and as soon as we do 
we have a crowd at our heels and can 
only get relief by calling on a police 
or a guide, who yell at the beggars 
nnd chase them away. 


Our good Masonic friends gave us 


a boat ride on the Nile one evening 
in a sail boat, manned by an Arab 
who was a real navigator. Wo saw 
some splendid new orange and lemon 
groves in Palestine on our way to 
Jerusalem. They are planted by tho 
Jews, who are returning in large 
numbers, many from American ci- 
ties, and all looked splendid and had 
modern cement ditches for their'ir- 
rigation systems. They are just be- 
ginning to set out Valencias. We 
saw more camels hero and in Jeru- 
salem than at any other city and 
with their great mysterious packs on 
their backs, covered with striped 
canvas, are always interesting. 


This afternoon we went to see tho 


"Wailing Wall,',' whore the Jews 
go to Avail on Fridays and Sundays. 
They 'cry and pray and kiss the wall 
of rocks built by Solomon and David. 
These walls surround the old King 
Solomon temple in which they are 
not allowed to enter, and they are 
always wailing because this ancient 
custom is denied them. Very quaint 
and sad, too, as they shed genuine 
tears and are very devout about it 
all. Later, on wo saw the procession 
in the old Coptic church, which is 
on the site of'Calvary, and hero we

high frames on both sides of 
gate. Deceased was a wonderful man 
and did a great deal for the advance- 
ment and enlightenment of his peo- 
ple. That same evening we three 
Americans and one Australian broth- 
er visited the Masonic lodge and 
were royally entertained by our Ma- 
s'onic brethren. They took us in 
charge and during the remainder of 
our stay were with us all the'while 
we were in their city and showed us 
all the points of interest in the city 
and vicinity of Cairo. 


The first day we spent tho fore- 


noon at the national museum, whore 
are stored the treasures of antiquity 
from the old to-mbs of Egypt. 'Here we 
«aw the treasures brought so recent- 
ly as only a year ago from the tomb 
of Tutenakhem from Luxor. The 
solid gold coffin weighing over 4000 
pounds, the two outer boxes over tho 
coffin, all covered with gold and 
jewels, and lastly the.granite tomb 
iu which tho other three containers 
were placed, were viewed. All his 
money and jewelry are here, almost 
as good condition as new, and his 
toilet articles, his rings, seals and 
jewelry all look fresh and bright. 
His body has been taken from the 
casket and buried in the tomb at 
Luxor where it was found. 


Here are also statues of old Egyp- 


tians from the third dynasty, souv- 
enirs of priceless value, and all iu 
splendid condition. Many new sta- 
tues and monuments with old hier- 
oglyphics are in front of the museum 
on wooden skids where they have 
been brought in from Luxor, and it 
looks as though another year would 
be required to get all these treas- 
ures placed. A new addition to this 
largo museum is now being built to 
•house these treasures that have come 
down the Nile from Luxor. We wore 
so intensely interested in all that 
we saw wo forgot our fatigue, walk- 
ing on marble floors for three hours 
steadily. We had a native Egyptian 
guide who spoke good English and 
had studied ancient history ami could 
explain everything we saw, having 
been with the .museum twelve years, 
He asked us all about America and 
seemed much interested in all wo told 
him. He asked us' if we knew Jack 
Dempaey or Charlie Chaplin. After 
lunch we were take.n by our Masonic 
friends out to see the big pyramids 
of Oizah, just outside of Cairo. 


We first made the ascent of the 


Cheops pyramid, 450 feet ,high._ Mr. 
Pook, our Australian, one of the 
American girls and myself were the 
only three to climb till thu way to 
tho top. It wua a thrilling experience 
and the effort was well rewarded 
when wo got to the top ttnd looked 
back. Nearby thu fertile and greun 
valley of the Nile, above tho line of 
the irrigating ditches the .sand of 
the de.sert, and in sight till around u.s 


ener shortly before his death. It is 
of red granite from Assuan, all in 
one solid block, and the statue is 
some 40 feet long and so heavy that 
it was never shipped to his home, 
but lays right where it was discov- 
ered. 


Our hotel furnished 
good 


lunch which we ate in" au Arab's 
house near tho pyramids, and after- 
wards we visited the four tombs and 
saw the wonderful hierooglyphics on 
tho walls that tell the history.of the 
early kings and'queens both by let- 
ter and pictures, and in many of 
them the colors are still bright and 
fresh. We entered the old catacombs 
which hold the tombs of tho sacred 
bulls, twenty-four in all, made of 
solid blocks of granite from the 
quarries of Assuan, and each one big. 
enough to hold a bull's body after 
it was carefully embalmed. At the 
'Egyptian museum: yesterday we saw 
several of the skeletons of these old 
bulls that had been removed from 
the tombs. What a waste of human 
labor! What an awful cost! Today 
the natives wear the same costumes 
as they did 5000 years ago, loose 
flowing robes and turbans, and most- 
ly barefoot, and clothes in rags. We 
stopped to take a photograph of a 
water wheel drawn by a team of buf- 
falo oxen and also a team of buffalo 
oxen plowing a field with a heavy 
forked stick. The day before we had 
seen two Fordson tractors 
with 


American plows merrily turning un- 
der some grain stubble ready for 
the summer fallowing. 
Some con- 


trasts in the results at a day's end! 


We visited two very interesting 


old mosques (one built of alabaster 
marble) near the citadel and had to 
take off our shoes and wear slippers 
before we wore allowed to enter. 
The floor was carpeted with oriental 
rugs of rich color and pattern and 
about an inch thick. Tour hundred 
and fifty oriental lanterns furnished 
lights for the room, which was of 
immense size. Here behind a richly 
carved screen was tho marble tomb 
of Mohamed Alii. At the citadel wo 
ban- the British troops in their natty 
uniforms of summer khuki and bare 
knees. Nearby are the barracks of 
the Egyptian troops, also in very 
neat uniforms. The city police are a 
splendid bunch of big, tall natives, 
dressed in white duck and with white 
helmets. They have the traffic regu- 
lation much as we do and the traf- 
iic watches the police carefully be- 
fore crossing intersection!*. 


If the beggars and street peddlers 


bother us too much, the police do 
not hesitate to give them a sharp 
crack with their canes. Tho men 
wear the red tea of the Turks and 


are dressed in heavy

face, held in place- by a peculiar 
bras;) piece that iitH over thu nose, 
and tho veil Jiangs on it su only the 


saw the sepulchre of Jesus and the 
tomb of Mark.. Also the place where 
the cross was found. It was down 
underneath the modern church. Eo- 
man Catholics, Greeks, Mohammed- 
ans and Christians all worship and 
hold services here in this remark- 
able old church. 


We are staying at the Grand hotel, 


just inside tho city gate, and our 
room looks out on the wall of David. 
Part of tho real first wall is still, 
standing. Jerusalem is full of pil- 
grims and today our hotel is crowd- 
ed with a large party of French tour- 
ists. Wo spend four days more here, 
of which I will give you an account 
later on. It seems as if we are at 
the very beginning of everything 
here. 
At Cairo I met a fine American, 


formerly of San Francisco, a Mr. 
Villa, who is manager of the Sim- 
mons metal beds for the Mediterran- 
ean countries. He says his company 
does a big business here and he has 
sold beds to Egyptians here who nev- 
er saw any kind of a bed before. 
Most of the natives sleep on mats 
laid on the stone floors or the 
ground. I must also mention the 
wondei'ful agricultural resources of 
the Nile valley. Never have we seen 
such immense crops of all kinds— 
sugar cane 15 to 18 feet high, and 
such heavy crops of cotton and grain 
and rice, all so bright and green 
and perfect. 
The fruit trees are 


bending under their heavy crop and 
.melons arc in abundance. Grapes al- 
so bear very heavy crops and are the 
best fruit we can get. Peaches, plums 
and melons not so good as we get 
at home. 
I met the minister of education 


here in Cairo, a polished gentleman, 
much interested in higher education 
for his countrymen, and told me of 
the fine schools they are building 
and how they are sending 
best pupils to American and 
pean universities for higher educa- 
tion, fitting them for teachers upon

Telephone Line 


to Canyon Dam 


That work on a five-circuit, ten- 


wire telephone line up the San Gab- 
riel canyon to the site of the San 
Gabriel dam will begin as soon as 
all parties concerned have approved 
contracts and agreements, was re- 
vealed Tuesday of this week, follow- 
ing a hearing in Covina held before 
Examiner Williams of tho state rail- 
road commission. 


Frank H. Wright, manager of the 


Home Telephone Company of Covina, 
whoso company will operate tho can- 
yon line, estimated the cost of tho 
project at" $16,000 for tho eleven 
miles from Aausa to the dam. Part 
of tho expense will be borne by the 
flood control district. 
The project 


includes an application by tho tele- 
phone company to buy the old Fol- 
lows Camp toll lino, which will be 
discontinued. 


Tho line will follow the right of 


way of the railroad to tho dam, and 
frequent stations will bo installed. 
One circuit will bo for tho exclusive 
operation of trains, one for tho ex- 
clusive use of the flood control dis- 
trict, one for the contractor, and the 
others for federal and general use. 
Calls will all come into the operat- 
ing board at Covina. The flood con- 
trol district was represented by Roy 
Dowds of tho county counsel's office. 
It is estimated that ninety days of 
time will be necessary to complete 
.the lino.
